The German-American Alliance 
approval of the La Follette ticket 
Was voted unanimously and almost 
without discussion by the 50 per- 
sons at a meeting Wednesday night 
at Mission Inn. Their action will 
he reported to the various affiliat- 
ed societies by their respective rep- 
resentatives. 

Aucust Lingenfelder, representa- 
tive of an investment brokerage 
firm and president of the alliance, 
placed the » indorsement question 
before the meeting. Brief refer- 
ence was made to the three presi- 
dential candidates and Lingenfel- 
der gave his personal opinion that 
La Follette’s record and principles 
more nearly fitted the views of per- 
sons of German descent in_ SBt. 
Louis. 

Motion to indorse the Wisconsin 
and Montana Senators was made 
from the floor, without a_written 
resolution, and adopted without de- 
bate. The subject was not again re- | 
ferred to during the meeting, 
which adjourned after transaction 
of routine business. 

“We selected La Follette because 
of his entire political record,” 
President Lingenfelder said today 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “It 
would be impossible to pick out 
any one act of his, or a number of 
them, which particularly influenced 
our decision. 

“Our Alliance, formed to con- 
sider political questions and edu- 
cate our people in governmental 
matters, is absolutely independent 
of political parties, although a 
large majority of the individual 
members of the societies we repre- 
sent have consistently voted the 
Republican ticket in past years. 

“Party IiAnes Mean Little.” 


‘We have come to the point 
where party lines mean little to us. 
We are looking upon the candidate 
as an, individual and upon his rec- 
ord. You will find that the St. 
Louis German vote will be inde- 
pendent in the future. 

“Our women-folks are begin- 
ning to take an interest and they 
also will be independent. At first 
the German women didn’t take the 
time to vote. They had not sought 
the ballot. But we are gradually 
getting them to view their suffrage 
a duty which must not be evaded. 

“Peronally. I feel the nation will 
be endangered if we continue the 
trend of the last 15 or 20 years—a 
trend expressed generally as im- 
peralism. LaFollette, I believe, is 
the man who can best stop this 
trend toward centralization of au- 
thority in the Federal Government. 

“The recommendation of the Al- 
liance will be followed, I am sure, 
by the 20,000 members of the Ger- 
man societies it represents and by 
their families. I believe I speak 
conservatively when FT say 560,000 
voters in St. Louis will follow our 
endorsement of La Follette. 

Supported Senator Reed. 

The Alliance was formed three 
vears ‘ago and resulted from a de- 
sire of St. Louls Germans to de- 
vise a method whereby their views 
might find expression in a practical 
manner, Lingenfelder said.

Through another large dealer in 
foreign securities a group of five 
or six Boston men put $6,000 in 
German bonds a few months. One 
of the group, all friends, urged 
them to make it $15,000, but the 
rest demurred. They sold out be- 
fore the bonds’ reached their 
present level, so their profit wags 
only $200,000, 

A customer of another house. an 
Italian speculatively inclined. risk- 
ed $700 at the rate of $7 for each 


1,000,000 marks’ worth of bonds. 
When the price advanced more 


that profit enough and sold his 
100,000,000 marks of tese bonds 
for $170,000. The price now is 
much higher. 


Orders Pouring In. 


These are incidents of the most 
amazing speculative craze since 
the period when Americans put al 
most $1,000,000,000 into German 
marks, only to see them sink day 
after day until they became mere- 
ly a curiosity to be hawked on 
street corners at a nickel for a 
million-mark note. 

This time the facts are reversed. 
For thousands of those “stung” on 
marks, good money flung after bad 
had yielded fabulous profits. Many 
have made far more than they lost 
on marks. Others, too shrewd to 
buy depreciating paper money, 
took a chance on bonds. These. 
whose number it is impossible to 
estimate, had no losses to recoup 
and now have only “velvet” to 
figure. 

As the word of individual profits 
spread the craze for speculation in 
German securities has grown every 
day, orders pouring in from all 
parts of the country. This specu- 
lation and resultant profits were 
characterized yesterday by an in- 
vestment banker who has special- 
ized in German securities for 50 
years as “fabulous” and “truly 
amazing.”’ 

And the most amazing thing of 
it all is that the profits are being 
made not by the rich or the pro- 
fessional traders of Wall street, 
but by the poor. These only re- 
cently come out of Europe seem 
to have realized first what specu- 
lative effect a reparations settle- 
ment would have. Or, perhaps. 
these lacked the caution of more 
experienced investors. 

No Intrinsic Valuc. 

Some of Wall street's profes- 
sionals may have made money, but 
most of them are well aware that 
German bonds have no intrinsic 
value. Germany must pay untoid 
millions for reparations. Perhaps 
50 or 100 years from now a Ger- 
man Government will have money 
and inclination to redeem the 
bonds now being grabbed up here. 

Meanwhile, there is nothing to 
prevent these bits of paper sink- 
ing again to virtual valuelessness. 
Many high-grade houses advise 
against purchase of the bonds, bu" 
execute unsought orders. Other 
houses, less reliable, are making 
capital out of the rise and through 
circulars and other means are urk- 
ing the public to buy. Some 
houses are so swamped with orders 
that clerks are kept busy late every 
night.

500-MILE FLIGHT TO SEA 


Dirigible Will Mancuver With At- 
lantic Squadron Until Sunday 
on Longest Trip.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—A 
hero of the Government's army of 
“ivilian employes, Eugene Stack, 
23-year-old postal clerk of Bast 
Orange. N. J., reported personally 
today to FPostmaster-General New 
and told how, having been wound- 
ed by robbers, he shot and killed 
one of them and routed the other 
in frustrating a mall robbery July 
31 in the New Jersey city. 

A handsome reward as well as 
special commendation of his brav- 
ery was awarded the young mail 
clerk, and President Coolidge ar- 
ranged his program today to per- 
mit him to congratulate the youth 
personally and hear his story. 

Postmaster-General New listened 
to Stack tell how he received sev- 
eral sacks of valuable registered 
mail from New York on the Lack- 
awanna Railroad train on the 
morning of July 31 at the Fast 
Orange station. Two men swung 
on the train as it pulled out. 
Stack said he was suspicious and 
reached for his pistol. “As he ald 
the men opened fire on him and 
he felt two bullets strike, one on 
the thigh, the other on his right 
thumb. Nevertheless. he returned 
the fire and the men turned to flee. 
Stack's aim was true and one rob- 
ber fell. The other escaped in an 
automobile. ? 

In the presence of hia official 
family. Postmaster-General New 
told Stack that the Army and Navy 
decorated their men for conspicu- 
ous acts of bravery. but the Post- 
office Department had no way of 
doing that other than to place In 
an employe's record a citation for 
such acts. He handed Stack a 
check for $2000, saying that was 
the limit which Congress had pro- 
vided for auch rewards. Gen. New 
read to Stack the citation which 
recorded conspicuous lovalty to the 
service at the pert! of hia life.

In the edomain of finances a 
budget system was promptly en- 
acted and put into operation. re- 
sulting in tremendous savings. 
For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1921, our expenditures were 
$5,538,000,000, and our surplus 
was $86,000,000. For the year 
just closed our expenditures were 
$3,497,000,000, and our surplus 
exceeded $500,000,000. This was 
a reduction in the annual cost of 
government of $2,041.000.000. 
The public debt now stands at 
about. $21,250,000,000, which is a 
reduction in three years of about 
$2,750,900,000 and means an an- 
nual saving in interest of more 
than $120,000,000. The $7,000.- 
000,000 ot short-time obligations 
have all been quietly refunded or 
paid. The internal revenue taxes 
have becn reduced twice, and 
many of them repealed, that 
during the present fiscal year the 
tax receipts will show a saving 
to the people of approximately 
$6,000,000 a day compared with 
1921. One Government bond has 
sold well over 1065. 

More than 40 per cent of the 
amount of debts due us from for- 
eign countries has been liquidat- 
ed. and will provide funds for the 
retirement of about $13,000,000,- 
000 of the principal of our na- 
tional debt in the course of 62 
years.

The Army and Navy have been

Most generous laws for the re- 
lief of disabled veterans have 
been enacted, and the Veterans’ 
Bureau established. More than 
71.000 men and women have 
been rehabilitated, of whom over 
98.000 are earning more than 
thev earned before the war. Com- 
pensation is being paid to nearly 
half a million at the rate of 
about $100.000,000 a vear. which 
will be increased about $30,000.- 
000 under legislation recently 
passed. Forty million dollars 
have been provided for hospital 
facilities. and under a new law 
hospitals have been opened to all 
the veterans of all wars, regard- 
less of the time or cause of their 
disabilitv. No government ever 
provided so generously for those 
disabled bv service in time of 
war. 

To preserve American stand- 
ards for all our inhabitants, 
whether they were the descend- 
ants of former generations resid- 
ing here or the most recent 4r- 
rivals. restrictive immigration 
laws were passed. I should have 
preferred to continue the policy 
of Japanese exclusion by some 
method leas likely to offend the 
sensibilities of the Japanese peo- 
ple. I aid what T could to min- 
imize any harm that might arise. 
Rut the law has been pasred and 
approved, and the incident § is 
closed. We must seek by some 
means besides immigration to 
demonstrate the friendship and 
respect which we fee] for the 
Japanese nation. 

Restricted immicration is not 
an offensive but a purely defen- 
sive action. It ir not adopted in 
eriticiam of others in the slicht- 
eat decree, but solely for the pur- 
pose of protecting ourselves. We 
east no aspersians on any race 
or creed, but we must remem- 
her that every obiect of our fn- 
atitutions of society and Govern- 
ment will fafl unileere America be 
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culture, labor, and industry from 
the menace of having their great 
home market destroyed through 
the dumping upon it of a flood 
of foreign products. Under this 
wise policy we saw an economic 
revival, and our people as a 
whole, in marked distinction from 
sufferers from the financial dis- 
tress and depression of other 
lands, have come into an era of 
prosperity and plenty. As a 
source of revenue the tariff sur- 
passed all expectations in produc- 
ing an annual return of the un- 
precedented sum of about $550.- 
000,000. A fiscal policy which 
places a large and much needed 
revenue in the public treasury, 
while stimulating business to a 
condition of abounding prosper- 
itv defends itself against any 
criticism. Its merits are dem- 
onstrated by its results. We have

“Incalculable Benefits” 


From Arms Conference. 


The people have never come to 
a full realization of the impor 
tance of the Washington Confer- 
ence. It produced the one effec- 
tive agreement among the great 
Powers in all the history of civil- 
ization for relieving the people of 
the earth from the enormous 
burden of maintaining competi- 
tive naval armaments. I do not 
believe anv conference ever did 
more to promote the peace of the 
world. I am perfectly sure that 
none ever did so much to reduce 
the of government. By re- 
moving of irritation, in 
which lay the seeds of war in the 
Far East, our own country re- 
ceived incalculable benefits. Only 
when that was done could dis- 
armament follow. What had al- 
ways before failed, then. became 
a success. A policy was adopted 
which was more than revolution- 
a was sublime. It demon- 
strated at last that peace and 
good will are not vain illusions, 
but actual realities. The credit 
for the inception of this epoch- 
making policy, and for its practi- 
cal conclusion, is due to the initi- 
ative of American statesmanship.

When the reparations plan is 
in operation, I shall deem it an 
appropriate time to approach 
the great powers with a proposal 
for another conference for fur- 
ther limitation of armaments 
and for devising plans for a cod- 
ification of international law. I 
personally should favor entering 
into covenants for the purpose of 
outlawing aggressive war by any 
practical means. Our country 
has always been against aggres- 
sive war and for permanent 
peace. Those who are working 
out detailed plans to present 
such a policy for consideration 
have my entire sympathy. I 
trust that never again will the 
women of this nation be called 
on to sacrifice their loved ones 
to the terrible scourge of war. 

We have constantly striven to 
come to more complete under- 
standings and improve our re- 
lations with Iatin America. At 
their request we have under- 
taken to compose their difficul- 
ties. We helped the Government 
of Mexico protect itself against 
domestic violence. There is lit- 
tle doubt that in extending this 
assistance and the moral sup- 
port which it indicated we 
helped save the people of Mexico 
from the terrors of another revo- 
olution. We also indicated the 
adoption of a policy of making 
it worth while for a government 
so to conduct iteelf as to merit 
our recognition. We have se- 
cured a written agreement with 
Mexico to negotiate a treaty of 
amity and commerce to replace 
one which was canceled as long 
ago as 1881. and joint commis- 
sions will shortly meet to ad- 
just all American claims againat 
that country 

The Federal! Government 
ought to be, and is. solicitous for 
the welfare of every one of its 
inhabitants, every one of its 
business activities, whether they 
be small or great This is one 
country: we are one people 
united by common interests 
There should be no favorites and 
no outcasts: no race or relicious 
prejudices in government. Amer- 
ica opposes special privilege for 
anybody, ang favors equal op- 
portunity for everybody. It has- 
adopted these principles because 
they are the logical conclusions 
of our ideals of freedom. More- 
over, we believe they contribute 
to our material welfare. We 
oppose the artificial supports of 
privilege and monopoly because 
they are both unjust and wun- 
economic They are not right 
They do not work. No sound 
and enduring Government or 
prosperity can rest upon any- 
thing but the sure foundations 
of equal opportunity and jus-
